HISTORY  OF  THE  SENIOR  CLASS 

"Cherish  your  heritage  and  live  up  to  the  high  ideals  of  your  founders'"  was  the 
message  of  Dr.  J.  M.  McConnell,  Professor  of  History  at  Davidson  College,  in  his  Founder's 
Day  address  to  the  student  body  at  the  beginning  of  the  seventy-seventh  session  of  Mitch- 
ell College.  This  was  the  challenge  with  which  our  class  of  sixty  Juniois  was  greeted 
when  we  entered  Mitchell  in  the  fall  of  1932.  An  important  event  of  the  opening  year, 
which  added  spice  and  variety  to  the  life  of  Mitchell 's  girls,  but  which  greatly  dis- 
turbed the  serenity  of  Miss  Mamie's  mind,  was  the  entrance  of  the  "Co-eds;''  for  the 
young  men  of  Mitchell,  being  in  the  minority   appropriated  this  title. 

When  the  ordeals  of  Freshmen  week  were  over,  we  entered  with  zest  into  our  work 
and  into  all  the  activities  of  the  school.  The  Junior  Class  became  active  members  of 
the  Student  Christian  Association  and  wTere  participators  in  the  Nativity  Play  given  at 
Christmas  time.  Under  the  auspices  of  the  Christian  Association,  Dr.  E.  J.  Pace,  a  Flor- 
ida minister,  held  a  series  of  Bible  lectures,  which  were  a  source  of  great  inspiration. 
Members  of  our  class  helped  the  basket-ball  team  uphold  their  record.  We  took  active 
part  as  well  in  the  public  program  of  the  French  club — two  plays  given  at  the  Christmas 
season. 

Not  only  did  our  class  join  the  Seniors  in  extra-curricula  activities,  but  we  did 
our  best  to  make  all  social  events  a  success.  The  Hallowe'en  Carnival  of  the  year  '32 
was  sponsored  by  the  Junior  class.  At  Christinas  the  whole  student  body  enjoyed  a  gay 
kid  party.  Then  at  the  Valentine  party  the  Junior  class  gave  as  their  stunt  a  short  Dutch 
play.  The  outstanding  social  event  of  the  spring,  the  Junior-Senior  banquet,  was  a  de- 
lightful affair  despite  the  fact  that  the  weather  forced  a  departure  from  the  traditional 
setting  of  the  prom   at   Mitchell,  on  the  college  campus   in  the   soft  greens   of   spring. 

Our  class  is  proud  of  being  charter  members  of  the  two  societies,  which  we  or- 
ganized in  the  spring  of  '33.  One  society  is  named  ' '  Grace  Ramsay, ' '  for  the  President 
of  our  College,  the  other  society  being  equally  distinguished  with  the  name  "Eaynal," 
in  honor  of  Dr.  Charles  E.  Eaynal,  the  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  who  has 
always  shown  a  vital  interest  in  the  welfare  of  Mitchell. 

Our  Junior  year  ended  with  the  Commencement  exercises.  The  marshals,  who  were 
chosen  from  our  class  on  the  basis  of  scholastic  merit  and  general  popularity,  were  Cath- 
erine Wilson,  Elizabeth  Connolly,  Lois  McLelland,  Stella  Parker,  and  Mary  Elizabeth 
Bunch.  The  place  of  chief  marshal  was  awarded  to  Catherine  Thompson  for  making 
the  highest  scholastic  average  in  the  Junior  class.  The  Class  Day  exercises,  which  cen- 
tered around  the   crowning  of  the   class   queen,   closed   with   our   farewell   to   the   seniors. 

Our  Senior  year  at  Mitchell  began  with  the  Founders'  Day  program  on  September 
15,  1933.  On  this  occasion  the  members,  who  had  enrolled  as  Seniors,  heard  with  interest 
the  inspiring  lecture  of  Dr.  Shaeffer,  President  of  Lenoir-Khyne  College,  Hickory. 

The  Eaynal  and  Grace  Bamsay  Societies  began  the  activities  of  the  year  with  a 
"rush  week.''  Keen  competition  ensued,  and  both  societies  received  their  share  of  worth- 
while members.  Throughout,  the  year  the  banquets  and  parties  sponsored  by  the  societies 
have  served  to  strengthen  the  strong  school  spirit  which  is  a  rich  heritage  of  Mitchell. 
The  societies  sponsored  the  Hallowe'en  Carnival  with  extraordinary  success.  An  enter- 
taining program  was  followed  by  the  main  feature  of  the  evening,  the  crowning  of  the 
Queen    of    the    Carnival.     The    proceeds    were    divided    between    the    Grace    Ramsay    and 
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Ravnal  Societies  to  be  used  in  furnishing  society  rooms.  With  the  extra  aid  of  the  pa- 
trons of  the  College,  to  whom  we  are  deeply  grateful,  both  societies  now  have  lovely 
rooms. 

In  addition  to  the  societies  a  Dramatic  Club  has  been  organized  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Roland  Lyerly.  The  club  has  given  a  number  of  entertaining  public  performances. 
Quite  outstanding,  too,  has  been  the  progress  of  the  established  organizations.  The  mem- 
bership of  the  Historical  Society,  which  is  based  on  scholastic  rating  in  history,  has  grown 
from  fourteen  to  nineteen.  This  society  is  sponsored  by  Mrs.  Minnie  H.  Eliason,  who  has 
been  for  many  years  head  of  the  history  department  at   Mitchell  College. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Student  Christian  Association  many  speakers  ami  re- 
ligious teachers  of  note  have  been  brought  to  the  College.  Mrs.  Askew  of  Decatur,  Geor- 
gia, as  a  part  of  the  chapel  exercises,  gave  a  series  of  talks  which  greatly  enriched  our 
religious  experience.  She  used  as  her  theme,  "  Turning  Points  in  Life."  A  recent  visitor 
of  interest  was  Miss  Lucy  Steele,  Bible  Instructor  at  Peace  Junior  College,  Raleigh.  Dr. 
Samuel  Glasgow,  pastor  of  the  Independence  Presbyterian  Church,  Savannah,  Georgia, 
has  given  three  copies  of  his  book  "My  To-morrow's  Self"  as  awards  at  Mitchell  this 
year.  A  copy  was  presented  to  a  student  from  each  class  who  memorized  the  greatest 
number  of  passages  of  scripture.  In  the  Senior  class  Miss  Catherine  Thompson  won  the 
first  award,  and  Miss  Addie   Burleson   received   honorable   mention. 

Along  with  the  work  of  these  various  organizations,  the  Senior  class  has  sponsored 
a  number  of  other  activities,  the  most  important  being  the  annual  George  Washington 
dinner,  the  proceeds  of  which  were  used  by  the  class  in  purchasing  impoitant  books  for 
the  different  college  departments,  the  primary  gift  being  "Webster's  New  international 
Dictionary. ' ' 

At  the  time  of  the  writing  of  this  history  the  class  is  busily  engaged  with  its  senior 
play  "The  Patsy,"  and  we  hope  our  presentation  of  it  will  be  a  decided  success.  Our 
class  day  exercises  are  also  under  way.  With  Mrs.  Eliason 's  assistance  the  famous  North 
Carolina  Indian  legend  "  The  Red  Bird"  has  been  dramatized  and  will  be  presented  as 
the  main  feature  of  the  exercises.     This  legend  has  never  before  appeared  in  print. 

During  our  two  years  at  Mitchell  there  have  occurred  two  events  of  unusual  his- 
torical interest.  In  April,  1879,  Mitchell  (the  Simonton  College)  was  made  a  V.  S.  Coast 
and  Geodetic  Station.  Last  year,  the  original  stone  marker,  which  had  been  removed  was 
replaced  and  not  even  the  city  fathers  can  move  it  now  without  tine  or  imprisonment.  This 
gives  Mitchell  a  rather  unique  place  among  schools,  for  probably  no  other  girls'  school 
in  the  United  States   is  a  U.  S.   Coast   and  Geodetic  Station. 

Of  peculiar  interest  this  year  was  the  finding  at  Harvard  University  of  the  first 
catalogue  of  Mitchell  College.  This  relic  of  earlier  days,  which  marked  the  beginning  of 
a  noble  institution,  is  to  us  a  highly  prized  treasure.  As  we  look  over  this  old  catalogue 
and  think  of  the  steadfast  souls  who  have  made  our  school,  we  wonder  if  we  have  lived 
up  to  their  standards.  But  we  think  of  the  past  only  long  enough  to  fill  our  hearts  with 
the  ideals  our  College  holds  for  us.  With  their  help  we  will  do  the  work  ot  to  day  in 
order  that  the  boys  and  girls. of  to-morrow  will  have  their  heritage;  for  this  is  our  motto: 
"Not   the  sunset   but   the   dawn."

SENIOR  CLASS  PROPHECY 

One  day  in  1944,  ten  years  after  my  graduation  from  Mitchell,  as  I  was  glancing 
over  tlie  morning  paper,  my  attention  was  called  to  the  headlines — NEW  SCIENTIFIC 
DISCOVERY!  Isa  belle  Morrison,  most  notable  woman  scientist  of  the  day  exhibits 
marvels  of  her  new  invention — Morrison!  The  name  seemed  familiar.  Suddenly  scenes 
of  ten  years  ago  flashed  across  my  mind.  Isabelle  Morrison,  of  course,  the  wittiest  mem- 
ber of  the  class  of  '34.  Could  it  be  true  that  she  had  become  so  famous?  I  read  the 
article  avidly.  Scientific  subjects  have  always  bored  me  to  distraction,  but  I  was  able 
to  grasp  the  fact  that  by  some  strange  manipulation  of  the  mirrors  of  this  mechanical 
device,  together  with  the  unusual  mesmeric  powers  of  the  operator,  visual  limitations  were 
eliminated,  just  as  sound  limitations  are  broadened  by  the  radio,  and  that  any  person  at 
any  place  could  be  brought  into  the  range  of  the  physical  eye.  Strange!  yet  not  any 
stranger  than  many  other  things  which  had  taken  place  since  the  year  19iJ4. 

Enthusiastic  over  the  idea  that  I  should  be  able  to  learn  the  fate  of  each  member 
of  the  class  of  '34,  I  set  out  immediately  to  visit  Isabelle  in  order  to  persuade  her  to 
test  the  efficiency  of  her  invention.  She  was  delighted  with  the  plan,  and  cancelling  all 
her  engagements,  she  carried  out  the  experiment  with  the  most  interesting  results.  For- 
tunately as  I  had  kept  a  Mitchell  College  catalog,  we  did  not  overlook  any  one. 

Giving  the  preference  to  the  ' '  Co-eds ' '  as  we  had  called  the  boj's  in  our  class,  due 
to  their  numerical  inferiority,  we  were  not  at  all  surprised  to  discover  that  David  1'ressly 
and  Porter  Axley  were  using  their  great  ability  to  talk  by  guiding  visitors  through  Yellow- 
stone Park.  But  we  were  amazed  at  the  next  revelation,  for  we  found  that  David  Bunch 
now  a  history  professor  at  Davidson  College  had  ended  his  old  Mitchell  College  romance 
by  winning  the  hand  of  Dorothy  Griffith. 

Alice  Barber  had  married  the  year  after  she  finished  Mitchell,  and  was  now  living 
at  Barber,  where  she  was  director  of  the  Episcopal  choir.  Due  to  the  strong  personality 
of  its  founder,  Margaret  Bell,  the  Bell  Kindergarden  had  become  the  most  famous  school 
for  children  in  the  South.  Our  most  beautiful  member,  Jeanette  Bounous,  now  held  the 
title  "Miss  North  Carolina."  Bernice  Brawley  had  entered  Hollywood  and  was  becom- 
ing the  second  Zasu  Pitts.  Geneva  Brawley  was  head  of  the  Home  Economics  Depart- 
ment of  Queens-Chicora  College.  Mary  Elizabeth  Bunch  was  a  famous  singer  and  was 
building   a   home   for   singers   whose    voices   had   failed. 

Another  musical  member  of  our  class,  Malinda  Connolly,  was  a  member  of  a  famous 
girl's  orchestra  in  Chicago.  Aildie  Burleson,  always  serious  and  steadfast  in  her  purpose, 
was  doing  home  missionary  work  in  the  mountains  of  North  Carolina.  Lucile  Connolly  had 
gained  her  ambition,  for  she  had  married  a  rich  man  and  was  touring  the  world.  Elizabeth 
Connolly  was  at  the  head  of  the  Mathematics  Department  at  the  University  of  North  Car- 
olina. Lavina  Costlier  was  a  toe-dancer  for  a  Chicago  theatre.  Ethel  Davis  had  taken 
Mrs.  Spencer's  place  as  librarian  at  Mitchell.  Pauline  Hill,  who  had  written  many  poems 
in  her  college  days,  had  won  the  Pulitzer  prize  twice  in  the  last  four  years.  Mercedes 
Hunt  was  an  authority  on  the  subject  of  dieting  in  a  research  laboratory  in  a  modern 
school   in   Virginia. 

But  the  greatest  surprise  of  all,  and  one  wdiieh  seemed  to  be  impossible  was  that 
Elizabeth  Keen  had  succeeded  Miss  Mamie  as  dean  of  Mitchell  and  was  making  a  suc- 
cess of  her  role.  Rosamond  Leagan  was  the  editor  of  the  Statesville  Journal,  now  the 
foremost  newspaper  of  the  South,  with  Elizabeth  Lyon  as  society  reporter.  Mary  Lou 
McRae  had  helped  Thomasville,  her  home  town,  by  the  founding  of  an  Old  Maids'  Insti- 
tute. Helen  Page  was  now  an  Athletic  director  at- Peace  College.  Stella  Parker  and  Mar- 
garet Ritchie  were  pianists  for  a  famous  orchestra  located  in  France.  Cordelia  P'ass  was 
giving  a  course  in  dramatics  over  the  radio.  Dr.  Nina  Sale  after  finishing  her  medical 
course  at  Johns  Hopkins  had  founded  a  hospital  for  children  in  Statesville.  Margaret 
Smith  was  considered  the  greatest  composer  in  the  South.  Janet  Steed  was  giving  lessons 
in  dancing  to  men  only.  Cynthia  Stiles  had  gained  faine  by  her  painting  of  her  Alma 
Mater.  Alda  Thompson  was  a  famous  singer,  having  appeared  in  opera  at  the  Metropoli- 
tan. Due  to  her  studiousness  and  intellectuality  Catherine  Thompson  was  regarded  as  the 
greatest  psychologist  along  the  line  of  behavior.  The  "Bobbies" — Warren  and  Weaver — 
were  startling  the  world  by  their  acting  in  the  follies  of  1944.

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HOW  THE  REDBIRD  DYED  HIS  FEATHERS 

INDIAN    LEGEND    DRAMATIZED    BY    SENIOR    CLASS 

North  Carolina  has  three  Indian  Legends  of  interest,  but  "How  the  Redbird  Dyed 
His  Feathers"  is     a   variation   of  one   of  the   oldest  legends   on   the   continent. 

In  the  " unreme.mbe.red  days,"  a  spring  of  healing  brought  blessings  to  the  Occonee- 
chee  Indians  in  central  Carolina.  The  spring  was  the  special  haunt  of  the  Bird  Girl, 
Ulale-e  e-e,  daughter  of  the  Occoneechee  chief.  Here  she  played  with  her  birds,  singing, 
laughing  with  them,  forgetting  her  plighted  troth.  At  last  she  pledged  her  word  to  her 
lover, — his   wigwam  and   cornfield — if   only   she   might   have   one   year   of   freedom. 

Happily  the  days  sped  by,  until  one  summer's  day,  a  Tuscarora  warrior,  bound  for 
the  Catawbas,  peeping  through  the  foliage  saw  the  maiden,  washed  the  war-paint 
from  his  face,  came  for  a  drink  of  healing  and  remained  to  woo.  It  was  love  at  first 
sight.  She  promised  to  flee  with  him;  only  first  she  must  bid  her  father's  wigwam  and 
the  cornfields,  farewell! 

When  her  betrothed  came  by  the  spring  for  a  drink  from  her  sweet  gourd,  he  gave 
no  sign  of  anger  and  she  hoped  he  did  not  care. 

Promising  to  meet  her  Tuscarora  lover,  who,  also,  loved  the  birds,  she  made  her 
farewell   rounds. 

Returning  to  the  spring  next  morning  to  join  her  Tuscarora,  she  found  her  Betrothed 
instead.  One  look  into  his  face  and  she  knew  her  fate.  Bowing  her  head,  she  took  the 
knifethrust  through  her  heart,  fell  in  a  crimson  stream,  while  her  beloved  bird  shrieked, 
splashed,  raged  in  the  blood-red  water.  The  Tuscarora  found  them  so,  ami  taking  her 
to  her  father,  begged  for  vengeance.  Not  until  he  joined  the  tribe,  could  the  combat 
be  and  then  for  seven  days,  Tuscarora  and  Betrothed  fought  to  the  death.  The  Tuscarora 
on,  and,  ever  after,  lie   cared  for  Ulale  e-e-  's   birds  and  kept   the   watchlirc   on   her   grave. 

Any  day  in  spring  one  may  hear  Ulale-e-e-e 's  loved,  red-feathered  bird  calling  in 
the  thicket:     "Ulale-e-e — Ulale-e-e-e — pretty!     pretty!     pretty!"

Realizing  that  physical  development  is  essential  to  mental  development  Mitchell 
College  has  endeavored  to  promote  athletic  activities  on  the  campus.  Physical  education 
is  requited  for  gradua'tion,  and  the  Athletic  Association  is  considered  one  of  the  most 
important    organizations    of    the    college. 

This  season  of  1933-'34  in  basketball  has  been  a  most  successful  one.  For  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  Mitchell  College  a  boys'  basketball  team  has  been  organized  and 
has  made  the  creditable  showing  of  winning  six  of  the  fourteen  games  played.  The 
girls  came  through  with  ten  victories  and  four  losses.  The  prospects  for"1934-'35  seem 
even  brighter,  with  four  letter  girls  back  and  some  biilliant  material  among  the  new  stu- 
dents, although  the  beautiful  playing  of  Bounous,  Griffith,  Leinster,  Stiles,  and  Page 
will  be  missed.  As  the  boys  will  have  four  of  their  eight  letter  men  back,  losing  Dave 
Pressly,  Popo  Axley,  John  Kimmons,  and  Don  Carson,  the  boys'  prospects  are  still  better. 
Next  year  the  college  expects  to  join  the  Inter-Collegiate  Athletic  Conference,  thus  re- 
stricting their  games  to   collegiate  athltics. 

Much  interest  has,  also,  been  shown  in  tennis  and  baseball.  The  climax  of  the 
athletic  year  is  "Field  Day,"  which  takes  place  in  May.  On  this  day  a  large  number 
of  students  take  part  in  javelin  throwing,  running,  jumping,  shot  pot,  and  the  tennis 
tournament.

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HISTORY  OF  MITCHELL  COLLEGE 

The  first  catalogue  of  our  college  was  published  by  J.  J.  Brunei-  of  Salisbury,  N.  C, 
for  the  year  ending  July  10,  1854.  The  only  copy  of  this  catalogue  now  known  to  exist 
is  the  property  of  Harvard  College  Library,  having  been  in  a  collection  given  by  Charles 
Ashbert  Thurber,  April  21,  192S.  Recently  a  photostatic,  copy  of  this  catalogue  was  pre- 
sented to  the  president  of  Mitchell  College  and  from  it  we  quote  our  early  history  and 
first  student  roll: 

"CONCORD  PRESBYTERIAN  COLLEGE 

(1856  —  1857) 

In  the  Fall  of  1852,  Concord  Presbytery,  in  accordance  with  the  enlightened,  pro- 
gressive spirit  of  the  age,  lesolved,  with  great  unanimity,  to  establish  in  Western  Carolina, 
a  Female  Seminary  of  high  grade,  in  which  sound  learning  would  be  imparted,  and  a 
finished  education  could  be  obtained  on  Christian  principles.  This  enterprise,  appealing 
strongly  to. the  affection  of  the  parent,  and  the  sympathy  of  the  Christian,  soon  enlisted 
in  its  behalf  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  churches;  and  a  large  amount  of  money  having 
been  subscribed  towards  its  accomplishment,  a  location  was  selected,  an  act  of  incorpora- 
tion obtained,  ground  purchased,  and  a  building  commenced.  Under  the  superintendence 
of  the  distinguished  architect  who  furnished  the  plans,  the  work  had  progressed  rapidly 
towards  completion,  when  an  unlooked  for  disaster  letarded,  for  more  than  a  twelve  month, 
the  opening  of  the  Institution.  Just  as  the  brick  work  had  been  finished  and  the  roof 
was  about  to  be  raised,  a  storm  of  wind  of  unprecedented  violence,  levelled  the  building 
with  the  ground,  disappointing,  in  one  moment,  the  long  cherished  hopes  and  expectations 
of  its  founders.  As  soon,  however,  as  the  first  shock  caused  by  this  sudden  and  unex- 
pected calamity  had  subsided,  the  Trustees,  with  renewed  energy  and  zeal,  entered  again 
upon  the  prosecution  of  their  favorite  scheme.  A  new  contract  was  made  for  the  erection 
of  another  building — special  regard  being  had  to  greater  durability  and  strength — the 
work  recommenced,  and  prosecuted  successfully  to  completion.  On  the  15th  day  of  Sep 
tember  last,  the  College  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  pupils,  and  during  the  scholastic 
year  just  completed,  one  hundred  anil  twenty-two  young  ladies  have  sought  and  received 
instruction  within  its  walls. 

EDIFICE 

The  College  building  is  of  brick,  handsomely  stuccoed,  138  feet  in  length,  with  a 
central  depth  of  about  80  feet,  and  three  stories  high.  Its  front,  facing  the  principal 
street  of  the  town,  is  ornamented  with  a  lofty  portico,  supported  by  six  massive  brick 
columns,  adding  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  its  architectural  proportions.  From  the  observa- 
tory which  surmounts  its  top,  there  spreads  out  before  the  eye  of  the  spectator,  a  beautiful 
panorama  of  the  adjacent  country;  while  in  the  distance  are  seen  magnificent  ranges  of 
mountains,     with  their  towering  peaks  shooting  far  up   towards  the  heavens. 

The  public  rooms  of  the  College  have  been  supplied,  at  a  heavy  expense,  with  school 
furniture  and  appliances  after  the  latest  ami  most  improved  models.  The  chambers  are 
commodious  and  well  ventilated;  plainly,  but  comfortably  furnished,  and  afford  ample 
accommodations   for   a  large   number   of   boarders. 

The  grounds,  sufficiently  extensive  for  all  the  purposes  of  exercise  and  recreation, 
have  been  recently  enclosed,  and  as  soon  as  the  means  of  the  Board  will  justify  the  ex- 
penditure, they  will  be  carefully  laid  out,  and  tastefully  ornamented. 

LOCATION 

Statesville,  the  County  town  of  Iredell  County,  situated  in  an  elevated,  broken  re- 
gion of  country,  has  always  enjoyed  an  enviable  reputation  for  healthfuluess.  Its  invig- 
orating air,  its  pure  and  wholesome  water,  its  entire  exemption  from  the  chills  and  fevers 
of  the  low  country,  its  proximity  to  the  mountains — being  only  about  twenty  miles  distant 
from  the  nearest  range — all  conspire  to  render  it  a  peculiarly  favorable  site  for  a  Lit- 
erary Institution. 

It  is  also  easy  of  access.  By  means  of  the  Western  Extension  Bailroad,  now  in 
process  of  construction,  and  soon  to  be  completed  to  this  place,  a  connection  will  be  ef- 
fected with  the  N.  C.  Bailroad  at  Salisbury,  thereby  opening  an  uninterrupted  line  of 
communication  not  only  with  the  Eastern  portion  of  the  State,  but  with  the  Southern 
and  South-western  States  generally. 

Until  the  completion  of  this  road,  a  tri-weekly  line  of  four-horse  coaches  will  con- 
vey pupils  coming  from  the  East  and  South,  from  Salisbury  to  Statesville,  a  distance  of 
28  miles.

Young  ladies  boarding  in  College  are  not  permitted  to  attend  parties  of  pleasure, 
or  other  places  of  amusement,  nor  to  open  accounts  in  any  store,  unless  special  instructions 
from  their  parents  or  guardians,   communicated  to   the   President   in   writing. 

They  will  not  leave  the  premises  at  any  time,  nor  spend  a  night  in  town;  receive 
calls,  or  accept  invitations  to  walk  or  ride  with  any  gentleman,  without  the  consent  of 
the  President  or  other  officer  of  the  Institution. 

No  calls  or  visits  are  permitted  on  the  Sabbath. 

Pupils  are  required  to  furnish  their  own  towels  and   candles. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  conducted  in  the  presence  of  the  Faculty  and  a  Board  of  visitors 
together  with  such  of  the  parents  and  guardians  as  may  think   proper  to   attend. 


Rev.  John  B.  Tinsley  was  succeeded  by  Prof.  E.  W.  Fawcette;  then  came  Rev.  S.  C. 
Millen;  then,  Rev.  J.  M.  M.  Caldwell;  then,  Rev.  E.  F.  Rockwell;  then,  Rev.  R.  B.  Ander- 
son; and  then  Rev.  Taylor  Martin.  Owing  to  the  stress  of  wartime — Stoneman's  army 
camped  on  this  campus  in  the  spring  of  1865 — and  the  financial  stress  of  reconstruction 
days,  no  president  could  collect  enough  to  make  a  success  of  the  school  and  the  church 
had  nothing  with  which  to  assist.

In  1873  Mr.  R.  F.  Simonton  purchased  the  property  and  changed  th 
Simonton  Female  College.  The  college  won  its  first  substantial  success,  1875  1883,  under 
the  administration  of  Mrs.  Eliza  N.  Grant  and  her  sister,  Miss  Margaret  E.  Mitchell.  Their 
school  had  no  superior  and  few  equals  in  the  State.  Upon  the  death  of  Mrs.  Grant,  Miss 
Frances  Everett  took  charge  of  the  college,  and,  under  trying  conditions,  continued  the 
good  work;   but  upon  her  retirement,   the   school   suffered   a  relapse. 

However,  Dr.  J.  B.  Shearer  purchased  the  property  in  1896  and  secured  Capt.  J.  B. 
Burwell  to  conduct  the  school  under  the  name  of  Statesville  Female  College.  In  1900,  Dr. 
Shearer  deeded  the  property  to  Concord  Presbytery  and  from  1900  to  1916  Dr.  J.  A. 
Scott  built  up  a  fine  school.  Shearer  Hall,  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  W.  F.  Hall, 
was  added  to  the  main  building  and  equipment  for  heat,  light,  and  water  was  installed, 
thereby   making   a    comfortable,    modern    school    building. 

During  Mr.  J.  M.  Moore's  administration,  the  college  was  christened  Mitchell 
College  as  an  appreciation  of  and  an  inspiration  to  the  high  ideals  of  the  noted  women 
who  first  won  success  for  the  college. 

Rev.  W.  F.  Hollingsworth  was  president  for  a  year  and  then  Rev.  G.  H.  Ellmore 
in  five  years  of  earnest  endeavor  was  able  to  make  the  school  a  Standard  Junior  College. 

Mrs.  W.  B.  Ramsey  has  been  president  for  five  years  and  the  class  of  1933- '34  has 
taken  for  its  motto:  "Not  the  sunset  but  the  dawn",  proving  conclusively  the  indomitable 
spirit   +hat   survives  and   grows  within   the   walls   of  this   beloved   old   college.
